Forestry company, that has brought 
the suit. 
It is brought on the now 
tanious tree doctor 
hill that was 
more or less a source of trouble to 
the Black administration, especially 
towards the end. 
Jn fact the tree 
doctor hill was the cause of the old 
council passing 
the entire list of 
claims over to the present adminis­ 
tration. 


The suit was filed this morning in 
the circuit court by Harry C. Hend­ 
rickson, attorney for the forestry 
firm. 
The complaint alleges that the 
City of Rushville is indebted to the 
State Forestry company in the sum 
ot $493.55 for work done in the city 
park here, and along with the com­ 
plaint is a bill setting out a complete 
list of the material used and the 
amount of labor required for the tree 
doctoring. 


It is alleged in the complaint that 
the city authorized the work of trim­ 
ming and doctoring the trees in the 
city park and that the bill is a just 
one and should he paid. 
It h a s been 
expected that the suit would come, 
as tlj£ present council was deter­ 
mine«! not to pay the bill, especially 
I since it was handed them by the old 
I administration. 


The tree doctors have had a stor­ 
my time here 
in Rushville and a 
worse time than that in getting their 
money, and are likely to have still 
worse before they finally obtain it. 
Their operations dale hack to last 
June when the city beautiful idea 
hit the city council. 
It was first sug­ 
gested that a landscape gardner be 
brought here and give the park <om- 
mittee an idea on how to fix tlie park. 
It was seen that the trees were in 
bad condition and in due time the 
tree doctors arrived. 


Former councilman (’. II. Parsons 
brought the attention of the council 
to the fact that 
the tree?; needed 
looking after and the doctors gave a 
demonstration of their work. 
It was 
generally understood ¿hat they wore 
employed to go ahead and doctor the 
trees. 
They did so and tlien when

A school house fight is on in Wal­ 
ker township among the 
Democrats 
that promises to rival that of Cen­ 
ter township of a few years ago. In 
Walker township the east half is di- 
vided against the west half. 
The 
dividing line is generally conceeded 
to In* Mud Creek. 


1 he east 
half of 
the 
township 
wants the high 
school 
of 
Walker 
township located at Homer while the 
west half wants it left at Manilla, 
Fhe fight has been on for some time 
and is all the more interesting 
be­ 
cause an effort has been made 
to 
keep it quiet and the people have 
not vet reached the stage where they 
are out »uid out with their declara­ 
tions as to where they want 
the 
high school located. 


It is a peculiar situation in Walk­ 
er township. 
The 
present 
trustee, 
Jes-e A Shelton, has a suit pending 
in otturt for the 
appraisement 
of 
land on which he intends to erect a 
new building. 
Mr. Shelton will un- 
doubtedly erect the building 
before 
his term of office is up, which is the 
first of January, 1915. 
With the 
building in Manilla and 
a 
trustee, 
elected from the east half of 
the 
county, 
the 
west 
half stands 
a 
chance to lose the high school as tlie 
feeling is so bitter that the trustee 
will be compelled to declare himself. 
It the candidate on the Democratic 
ticket is from the east 
half, 
his 
policy would he to change the pres­ 
ent location of the high school even 
if Mr. Shelton succeeds in ere«*tingo 
the new building in Manilla.

It was always l>een customary iti 
Walker township among the 
Demo­ 
crats to take turn about on 
their 
candidate for 
trustee, 
alternating 
between t he east half and t he west 
half. According to all traditions the 
candidate this time should come from 
the east half and in this the trouble 
is likely to come. 
At present three 
men are from the east half of the 
township. 
They are Donald Mull, 
William Arhuekle and A. G. Aber­ 
nathy. 


Walker township is a Democratic 
stronghold and it has always been 
coneeded that the man they nominate 
would be elected. 
This year it may 
he different, for Manilla will lose the 
high school if a man from the east 
half is elected. 
All 
that Manilla 
would have would be the new build­ 
ing erect ed by Shelton if a man from 
the east half is elected. 
While no 
one from the west half of the town­ 
ship has announced his candidacy, 
it is almost certain that one will be, 
as Manilla can’t see the idea of los­ 
ing tlie high school. 
The people of 
the west half are just letting the 
matter slide and in the meantime the 
fight goes on without any definite 
answer 
from the east 
half as to 
whether the school will be moved if 
they elect one of their men to the 
office. 


The suit brought by Shelton in the 
circuit court i.s against John L. Web­ 
ster and Arnette Webster, and the 
appraisers are John Kuntz, John H, 
Hopp and Edward S. Jarrett.

The Daily Jacksonian commented 


on the article concerning civil service 
written by Charles A. Frazee and 
published in the Daily Republican. 
Mr. Frazee has submitted the follow­ 
ing in reply to that comment: 


Since you saw fit to refer to my 
recent article in the Rushville Repub­ 
lican, and did not publish the same, 1 
feel that in justie to your readers, 
as well as the employees of the post- 
office, it demand some reply. I be­ 
lieve in fairness. If you saw fit to 
refer to the article it would have 
been fair to have published it in full 
and let your readers draw their own 
conclusions. 


Since you refer to only a part of 
the article. 1 shall attempt to explain 
only that part, viz: That there is not 
a man working in the Rushville office 
that did not directly or indirectly get 
his job because he is — or was a 
Republican. From your comment on 
this part of the article you infer that 
these men were not appointed fairly; 
such is not the ease. There is not a 
man working in the office that did 
not get his position honestly fairly 
and according to law. 


For your information, a s well as 
anyone else that i> interested, I de­ 
sire 
to 
tell 
you 
something 
that 
perhaps you or they do not know. 


If a vacancy exists in any depart­ 
ment of the office, there is an exami­ 
nation ordered and held to fill that 
vacancy. After the examination is 
held, —and there is no chance to 
hold them in any way or manner hut 
honestly,—there is forwarded to the 
Postmaster a list of those passing, 
with their grades. This establishes 
what is known as an “Eligible R e g i s ­ 
ter” good for one year; from this 
register the Postmaster can choose 
anyone of the three high persons on 
the register, provided he or she can 


p a s s the required physical exami­ 
nation. 


Since the Civil Service has been 
in operation in the p o st offices the 
Rushville office has had a Republican 
Postmaster up to the present time; 
in »11 the examinations held for the 
Rushville office 1 do not recall but 
five Democrats who have taken the 
examinations. 1 imagine that should 
any vacancies occur now the same 
would he true of Republicans, be­ 
cause if they know the Postmaster 
can choose from one of three, he is 
very apt to choose from his own 
party, if he can. 1 know I would and 
did.
